recommendations to the responsible emergency service agency and may
direct the actions of a responsible party s ';

BER staff assists local, county, state.and federal agencies and funct;ons as
the State’s On-Scene Coordinator at multi-jurisdictional mudents'

When necessary, BER will assume a more active role in the mltlgatlon of
an emergency including taking'on.the clean up of a discharge or dumping
incident in the absence of a:.cooperative responsible party =~

function as the State’s on-Scene Coordinator (SOSC). T

- During major emergencies, provide accurate appropriate on-scene and technical
data for senior management’s invoMecision making.

- During major emergencies, provide focal point for all departmental notifications
and resource deployments.
